Bread Baked 4,400 Years 
Ago Found on the Nile 
A loaf of brown “famine" thread sold 
during the Peninsular war has been 
presented to Coventry City Guild mu­ 
seum, together with a small and faded 
notebook in which the owner wrote 
that he intended to keep the bread as 
a memento of the high price of corn 
at that time. 
But this loaf Is new when compared 
with others that have been discovered 
at different times. Few people, for in­ 
stance, would care to put their teeth 
into the loaf which is still preserved 
at Ambaston. Derbyshire. 
It Is 700 
years old, and was given to tile Soar 
family with a grant of land by King 
John. 
Several years ago, a French explorer 
found an Assyrian loaf, which, it was 
estimated, hod been baked In the year 
560 B. O., and was, therefore, about 
2,600 years old. In shape It resembled 
a bun. 
It was discovered, wrapped in 
a cloth, In an ancient tomb where it 
I had probably been put by the super- 
; stltious Assyrians to be used as food 
I by the dead person during his Journey 
I to another world.
